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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  Rowe  School  Committee: 

I  present  my  first  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools. 
In  these  first  few  months  I  have  found  much  of  interest  in  making 
my  acquaintance  with  your  school  system,  its  personnel,  organization, 
textbooks,  equipment,  and  pupil  activities. 

PROGRAM  OF  STUDIES 

The  elementary  program  has  been  strengthened  by  the  introduc- 
tion of  textbooks  offering  a  suitable  sequence  of  material. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

In  making  these  recommendations  I  am  fully  aware  of  the  stress 
of  the  times  and  the  fact  that  it  may  prove  inadvisable  to  make  some 
of  the  following  changes  or  additions.  However,  they  are  needed  to 
improve  the  schools. 

1.  A  woodshed  should  be  constructed  at  the  rear  of  the  school  house. 

2.  A  cloak  and  washroom  should  be  constructed  in  the  section  of  the 
building  now  used  for  wood  storage. 

3.  Consideration  should  be  given  to  the  possibility  of  employing  a 
part  time  Art  and  Music  Supervisor  in  cooperation  with  the  other 
Towns  of  the  Union. 

CLOSING 

I  appreciate  the  opportunity  of  serving  as  your  Superintendent  of 
Schools.  My  coming  here  has  been  made  pleasant  by  many  acts  of 
consideration  both  official  and  unofficial.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report. 

Our  routine  work  has  again  been  accomplished  and  very  few 
serious  defects  noted.  The  report  of  the  number  examined  and  defects 
remedied  will  be  found  in  the  report  of  the  nurse. 

I  believe  that  the  most  important  health  factor  in  the  schools  is 
the  low  humidity  of  the  rooms.  The  rooms  are  heated  adequately  but 
the  moisture  control  is  low.  This  factor  could  be  easily  remedied. 

I  find  that  the  Superintendent,  the  Nurse  and  the  Teachers  are 
all  very  co-operative  and  I  wish  to  thank  them  as  well  as  the  Parents 
for  their  unity  of  purpose  and  aid  to  us  in  our  work.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and  accounts 
of  the  town  of  Rowe  for  the  period  from  November  9,  1943  to  October 
30,  1944,  made  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Chajfter  44, 
General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a  report  made  to  me  by  Mr. 
Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director  of  Accounts.

Sir: 

In  accordance  with  your  instructions  I  have  made  an  audit  of 
the  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  of  Rowe  for  the  period  from 
November  9,  1943,  the  date  of  the  previous  examination,  to  October 
30,  1944,  and  submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  records  of  the  several  departments  collecting  or  disbursing 
money  for  the  town  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  town  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  analyzed  and  checked  with  the 
records  of  the  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the 
other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury. 
The  payments  were  compared  with  the  approved  warrants  of  the 
selectmen,  and  the  cash  balance  on  October  30,  1944,  was  proved 
by  reconciliation  of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  received  from 
the  bank  and  by  actual  count  of  the  cash  on  hand. 
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The  securities,  including  savings  bank  books,  representing  the 
investment  of  the  trust  and  investment  funds  in  the  custody  of  the 
town  treasurer  were  examined  and  listed,  the  income  being  proved 
and  the  withdrawals  being  verified. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  commitment  lists  of  all  taxes  were  added  and  proved 
with  the  warrants  given  by  the  board  of  assessors  for  their  collection. 
The  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treas- 
urer, the  recorded  abatements  were  checked  with  the  assessors'  record 
of  abatements  granted,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved. 

The  outstanding  tax  accounts  were  verified  by  mailing  notices 
to  a  number  of  persons  whose  names  appeared  on  the  books  as  owing 
money  to  the  town. 

In  response  to  these  verification  notices,  replies  were  received 
from  several  persons  who  claimed  that  their  taxes  were  paid.  These 
claims  were  investigated  with  the  result  that  two  persons  submitted 
evidence  of  payment  of  taxes  and  interest  totalling  $18.43.  These 
items  were  called  to  the  attention  of  the  tax  collector  and  were 
entered  on  the  cash  book  after  the  completion  of  the  audit.  From  the 
remaining  replies  received,  it  would  appear  that  the  outstanding 
accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

It  was  noted  that  there  have  been  no  collections  of  motor 
vehicle  excise  taxes  during  the  period  covered  by  the  audit  on  the 
levies  of  1939  to  1942  inclusive.  It  was  also  noted  that  since  the  date 
of  the  last  audit,  the  tax  collector  made  only  four  payments  to  the 
town  treasurer  on  account  of  taxes  and  interest  collected  by  him,  as 
follows:  one  payment  in  the  period  from  November  9  to  December 
31,  1943,  that  being  the  cash  in  his  possession  at  the  beginning 
of  the  previous  audit,  and  three  payments  during  the  period  from 
January  1  to  October  30,  1944. 

Attention  in  this  connection  is  again  called  to  Section  2,  Chapter 
60,  General  Laws,  which  requires  that  the  tax  collector  shall  pay  over 
to  the  treasurer  once  in  each  week  or  of tener  all  money  received 
by  him  during  the  preceding  week  on  account  of  taxes  and  interest, 
as  well  as  to  Section  102,  Chapter  60,  General  Laws,  which  provides 
a  penalty  for  violation  by  a  collector  of  Section  2  mentioned  above. 

Action  should  be  taken  by  the  collector  to  bring  about  a  prompt 
settlement  of  the  outstanding  taxes  of  prior  years  which  date  as  far  back 
as  1939.  There  are  ample  remedies  under  the  law  with  which  a 
collector  may  clear  his  warrants. 

The  financial  transactions  of  the  town  clerk  were  examined.  The 
receipts  for  dog  and  sporting  licenses  were  checked  with  the  record 
of  licenses  issued  and  the  payments  to  the  State  and  town  treasurers 
were  verified. 
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The  surety  bonds  filed  with  the  town  by  the  town  clerk,  treasurer, 
and  tax  collector  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper  form. 

The  appropriations  and  transfers  voted  by  the  town  were  listed 
from  the  town  clerk's  record  of  town  meetings. 

The  receipts  for  licenses  issued  by  the  board  of  selectmen  were 
checked  with  the  record  of  licenses  granted  and  the  payments  to  the 
treasurer  were  verified. 

The  receipts  for  revolver  permits  were  checked  with  the  record 
of  permits  issued,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  receipts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  were  checked 
with  the  record  of  fees  charged,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer 
were  verified. 

The  records  of  accounts  receivable  of  the  public  welfare  depart- 
ment were  examined.  The  charges  were  listed,  the  collections  were 
compared  with  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  and  the  outstanding 
accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 

The  charges  for  rental  of  the  town  farm  property  were  listed 
and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

The  recorded  receipts  of  the  librarian  for  fines,  etc.,  were  checked. 
The  payments  to  the  treasurer  were  verified  and  the  cash  on  hand 
on  October  30,  1944  was  counted. 

Ledger  accounts  were  compiled,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which  is 
appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial  condi- 
tion of  the  town  on  October  30,  1944. 

There  are  appended  to  this  report,  in  addition  to  the  balance  sheet, 
tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  and  collector's  cash, 
summaries  of  the  tax  and  departmental  accounts,  together  with  tables 
showing  the  trust  and  investment  fund  transactions. 

For  the  cooperation  received  from  all  town  officials  during  the 
progress  of  the  audit,  I  wish,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants  and  for 
myself,  to  express  appreciation.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


I  herewith  present  my  annual  report  concerning  the  schools. 
REGULATIONS  ON  SCHOOL  ENTRANCE 

Any  child  who  will  be  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  the  next 
January  first  may  enter  the  first  grade  in  September. 

In  accordance  with  the  state  law,  it  is  necessary  that  a  child 
be  vaccinated  before  he  enters  school.  -Massachusetts  Laws — 
Chapter  76 — Section  15  of  the  laws  of  the  Commonwealth  reads: 
"An  un vaccinated  child  shall  not  be  admitted  to  a  public  school 
except  upon  presentation  of  a  certificate  from  a  physician  stating 
that  the  child's  condition  would  be  injured  by  vaccination.  Such 
certificates  must  be  renewed  every  year." 

REPORT  TO  PARENT 

Parents  are  urged  to  see  that  pupils'  report  cards  are  signed 
and  returned  promptly  to  the  school.  Signature  does  not  in- 
dicate approval  but  merely  that  the  card  has  been  seen  by  the 
parent. 

No  home  work  is  required  in  the  elementary  grades.  How- 
ever at  times  home  work  may  be  assigned  individual  cases  due  to 
absence  or  the  child's  desire  to  do  some  work  at  home. 

ATTITUDE  TOWARD  SCHOOL 

Parents  and  teachers  can  do  much  to  make  school  life  a 
happy  experience  for  each  child.  A  child's  attitude  toward 
school  often  reflects  the  attitude  of  the  home.  The  child  who 
has  been  helped  to  look  forward  to  school  as  a  place  where  new 
and  interesting  experiences  will  be  found  is  usually  the  one  that 
makes  a  happy  adjustment  to  new  situations. 
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SCHOOL  ATTENDANCE 


Regularity  of  attendance  and  punctuality  are  important 
from  the  first  day  in  school  on  for  the  following  reasons: 

The  earlier  that  a  child  learns  that  school  is  his  job  and  that 
he  has  something  important  to  do,  the  more  satisfactory  will  be 
his  growth. 

Massachusetts  Laws — Chapter  76 — Section  2.  Duties  of 
parents,  etc.,  as  to  school  attendance.  Penalty:  Every  person 
in  control  of  a  child  described  in  the  preceding  section  shall  cause 
him  to  attend  school  as  therein  required,  and  if  he  fails  to  do  so 
for  seven  days'  sessions  or  fourteen  half  days'  sessions  within  any 
period  of  six  months,  he  shall,  on  complaint  by  a  supervisor  of 
attendance,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than  twenty  dol- 
lars. 

DISMISSAL  FROM  SCHOOL 

Parents  are  urged  not  to  request  the  dismissal  of  children 
from  school  for  any  reason  except  an  emergency. 

TARDINESS 

Children  are  required  to  bring  a  note  from  home  stating 
reason  for  tardiness.  An  important  reason  for  this  rule  is  to  be 
sure  that  parents  are  aware  that  the  child  was  tardy. 

ABSENCE 

All  pupils  absent  from  school  except  when  dismissed  as  stat- 
ed above,  are  required  to  bring  a  written  excuse  signed  by  the 
parent  or  other  responsible  member  of  the  family  stating  the 
reason  for  the  absence.  This  excuse  should  be  sent  by  the  child 
on  the  first  session  which  he  attends  after  the  absence. 

BUS  CHILDREN 

Children  who  come  by  bus  or  bring  their  lunches  must  re- 
main on  the  school  property  at  noon  unless  the  parents  request 
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otherwise.  Teachers  may  at  their  discretion  allow  children  to 
leave  the  school  property.  Please  be  sure  that  the  child  starts  to 
school  properly  clad  to  play  outside  at  noon,  weather  permitting. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

The  following  work  should  be  done  at  the  Village  School: 
The  front  entry  should  be  painted  and  the  storage  space  should 
be  partitioned  off,  the  building  should  be  painted  both  inside  and 
out,  and  an  adequate  water  supply  should  be  provided  for  the 
school. 

CLOSING

Dear  Sir: 

I  am  pleased  to  submit  my  report  for  the  year  1945. 

In  July  several  pre-school  children  attended  the  well-child 
conference  which  was  held  in  Charlemont.  Dr.  Alexander 
Nadas,  pediatrician  of  Greenfield,  was  the  examining  physician, 
and  Mrs.  Gerda  Horst  of  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health 
was  the  consulting  nutritionist.  Nutritional  and  dental  defects 
were  the  conditions  most  commonly  found. 

The  four  towns  of  the  school  union  have  combined  to  buy 
the  new  Massachusetts  Vision  Testing  equipment  which  is  a 
great  improvement  over  the  former  Snellen  chart  method. 

Hearing  testing  has  been  done,  using  the  audiometer  which 
was  loaned  to  us  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Health.  Few 
defects  were  noted. 

A  dental  clinic  was  conducted  under  the  auspices  of  the 
American  Red  Cross,  with  Dr.  Glade  Hall  of  Florence,  Mass., 
in  attendance.  He  first  examined  each  child  and  a  notice  was 
sent  home  to  parents  telling  them  what  dental  work  should  be 
done.  If  parents  did  not  wish  to  have  work  done  at  the  clinic, 
they  were  urged  to  take  their  children  to  their  family  dentist. 
Dental  caries  is  one  of  the  most  frequent  defects  found  in  the 
school  population. 

One  child  attended  the  Greenfield  Health  Camp  for  a  period 
of  three  weeks  during  the  summer  vacation. 
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A  number  of  home  visits  have  been  made  in  follow-up  of  the 
annual  physical  examinations,  made  by  Dr.  George  Gould,  school 
physician. 

We  endeavor  to  improve  the  health  of  the  child  by  notifying 
the  parent  of  his  condition  and  recommending  that  the  family 
physician  be  consulted  for  corrective  measures. 

It  was  disappointing  in  September  of  this  year  to  find  that 
the  correction  of  physical  defects,  which  we  hoped  would  be  ac- 
complished during  the  summer  months,  had  not  been  attended 
to.  We  know  that  in  some  homes  both  parents  have  been  en- 
gaged in  war  work,  and  though  meaning  to  do  their  best,  lose 
sight  of  the  fact  that  by  maintaining  the  health  of  their  children, 
they  are  making  the  greatest  contribution  possible  to  their 
country.  Therefore  we  urge  parents  to  have  any  defects  which 
they  know  should  be  corrected,  taken  care  of  without  delay. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the 
spirit  of  cooperation  as  shown  by  town  officials,  interested 
citizens,  parents  and  teachers.

I  submit  herewith  my  report  of  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Rowe  for  the  period  from  October  31, 
1944  to  February  25,  1946,  made  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions of  Chapter  44,  General  Laws.  This  is  in  the  form  of  a 
report  made  to  me  by  Mr.  Herman  B.  Dine,  Assistant  Director 
of  Accounts.

Sir: 

As  directed  by  you,  I  have  made  an  audit  of  the  books  and 
accounts  of  the  town  of  Rowe  for  the  period  from  October  31, 
1944,  the  date  of  the  previous  audit,  to  February  25,  1946,  and 
submit  the  following  report  thereon: 

The  financial  transactions,  as  entered  on  the  records  of  the 
several  departments  receiving  or  disbursing  town  funds  or  send- 
ing out  bills  for  collection,  were  examined,  checked,  and  verified. 

Ledger  accounts  were  compiled,  and  a  balance  sheet,  which 
is  appended  to  this  report,  was  prepared  showing  the  financial 
condition  of  the  town  on  February  25,  1946.  The  balance  sheet 
indicates  that  the  town  is  in  excellent  financial  condition. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  treasurer  were  examined  and 
checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared  with  the  records 
in  the  departments  collecting  money  for  the  town  and  with  the 
other  sources  from  which  money  was  paid  into  the  town  treasury, 
while  the  pajmients  were  checked  with  the  selectmen's  warrants. 
The  cash  book  was  footed  and  the  cash  balance  on  February  25, 
1946  was  proved  by  actual  count  of  cash  in  the  office  and  by  rec- 
onciliation of  the  bank  balance  with  a  statement  received  from 
the  depository. 

The  securities,  including  savings  bank  books,  representing 
the  investment  of  trust  funds  and  the  post-war  rehabilitation 
fund  in  the  custody  of  the  treasurer  were  inspected  and  listed. 
The  income  was  proved,  while  the  transfers  and  withdrawals 
were  checked  and  verified. 

The  tax  title  register  in  custody  of  the  treasurer  was  analyz- 
ed and  checked  with  the  tax  title  deeds  on  file,  with  the  accounts 
of  the  tax  collector,  and  with  the  records  at  the  Registry  of 
Deeds. 

The  records  of  payroll  deductions  on  account  of  federal  taxes 
as  kept  by  the  treasurer  were  examined  and  checked.    The  pay- 
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ments  to  the  Collector  of  Internal  Revenue  were  verified  with  the 
selectmen's  warrants  and  cancelled  checks  on  file,  and  the  balance 
in  the  general  treasury  on  February  25, 1946,  was  proved. 

The  work  of  the  treasurer  was  found  to  have  been  performed 
in  an  efficient  and  accurate  manner. 

The  books  and  accounts  of  the  tax  collector  were  examined 
and  checked  in  detail.  The  tax  accounts  outstanding  at  the 
time  of  the  previous  examination  and  all  subsequent  commit- 
ment lists  were  audited  and  reconciled  with  the  assessors'  war- 
rants. The  recorded  collections  were  checked,  the  payments  to 
the  treasurer  were  verified  by  comparison  with  the  books  of  the 
treasurer,  the  recorded  abatements  were  checked  to  the  assessors' 
abatement  records,  and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and 
proved. 

Verification  cf  the  correctness  of  the  outstanding  tax  ac- 
counts was  made  by  mailing  notices  io  all  persons  whose  names 
appeared  on  the  books  as  owing  money  to  che  town.  Replies  were 
received  from  several  persons  who  claimed  that  their  taxes  were 
paid  but  not  credited  on  the  books  of  the  collector.  These 
claims  were  investigated  and  it  was  found  that  taxes  totalling 
$78.80  were  paid  but  not  accounted  for.  This  was  called  to  the 
attention  of  the  collector  who  paid  over  the  abcve  sum  to  the 
town  after  the  completion  of  the  audit.  With  the  exception  of 
the  amount  referred  to  above,  it  would  appear  thai  the  remain- 
ing outstanding  accounts,  as  listed,  are  correct. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  Section  2,  Chapter  60,  General 
Laws,  which  required  the  collector  to  pay  over  to  the  treasurer, 
once  in  each  week  or  oftener,  all  money  received  by  him  during 
the  preceding  week  or  lesser  period  on  account  of  taxes  and  in- 
terest. 

Interest  on  overdue  taxes  should  be  collected  in  accordance 
with  Section  57  of  Chapter  59,  and  Sections  15  and  15A  of 
Chapter  60,  General  Laws. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  outstanding  taxes  which 
date  back  to  1941.  Action  should  be  taken  immediately  to 
bring  about  settlement  of  these  taxes,  and  it  is  recommended  that 
a  deputy  tax  collector  be  appointed  and  that  warrants  be  issued 
to  him  on  all  delinquent  taxes.    The  time  required  to  check  the 
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old  outstanding  accounts  added  materially  to  the  cost  of  the 
audit. 

The  amounts  outstanding  on  each  of  the  several  tax  levies 
were  given  to  the  assessors  for  the  purpose  of  recommitment  to 
the  new  collector,  and  a  detailed  list  of  outstanding  taxes  was 
furnished  to  the  tax  collector. 

The  surety  bonds  furnished  by  the  several  town  officials  re- 
quired to  file  such  surety  were  examined  and  found  to  be  in  proper 
form. 

The  records  of  charges  for  the  use  of  town-owned  highway 
equipment  were  compared  with  the  payrolls  of  the  highway  de- 
partment. The  recorded  collections  were  checked  and  the  pay- 
ments to  the  treasurer  were  verified. 

It  is  recommended  that  records  be  kept  of  all  amounts  billed 
to  other  towns  and  individuals  for  rental  of  highway  equipment, 
so  that  this  account  may  be  properly  audited. 

The  transfers  from  the  reserve  fund  were  compared  with  the 
authorizations  for  transfers  made  by  the  selectmen  as  recorded  in 
the  treasurer's  book. 

The  accounts  of  the  sealer  of  weights  and  measures  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  recorded  receipts  were  compared 
with  the  record  of  fees  charged,  and  the  payments  to  the  treasurer 
were  verified. 

The  receipts  of  the  town  clerk  for  dog  and  sporting  licenses 
were  checked  with  the  records  of  licenses  issued.  The  payments 
to  the  treasurer  and  to  the  Division  of  Fisheries  and  Game  were 
verified,  and  the  cash  on  hand  on  February  25,  1946,  was  proved 
by  actual  count. 

The  appropriations  as  voted  by  the  town  and  recorded  in  the 
town  clerk's  record  were  checked  with  the  amount  used  by  the 
assessors  in  fixing  the  1945  tax  rate. 

The  receipts  for  licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  selectmen 
were  checked  with  the  record  of  licenses  granted.  The  payments 
to  the  treasurer  were  verified  and  the  cash  on  hand  on  February 
25,  1946  was  proved  by  actual  count. 

The  charges  for  rental  of  the  town  farm  pi  operty  were  listed, 
the  collections  were  compared  with  the  payments  to  (he  treasur- 
er, and  the  outstanding  accounts  were  listed  and  proved. 
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The  records  of  bills  sent  out  for  collection  by  the  public  wel- 
fare department,  including  the  bureau  of  old  age  assistance,  were 
examined  and  checked.  The  departmental  records  of  charges 
were  analyzed,  the  recorded  collections  were  compared  with  the 

payments  to  the  treasurer,  and  the  disallowances  and  abatements 
were  checked. 

The  records  of  receipts  of  the  librarian  for  fines  and  sale  of 
histories  were  checked,  the  payments  to  the  treasurer  being 
verified. 

It  was  noted  that  one  of  the  library  trustees  acts  as  librarian, 
in  which  connection  attention  is  called  to  Section  4A,  Chapter 
41,  General  Laws,  which  provides  that  a  town  board  may,  if 
authorized  by  vote  of  the  town,  appoint  any  member  thereof  to 
another  town  office  or  position  for  the  term  provided  by  law,  if 
any,  otherwise  for  a  term  not  exceeding  one  year.  The  salary  of 
such  appointee  must  be  fixed  by  vote  of  the  town.  This  also  ap- 
plies to  cases  where  a  town  authorizes  an  elective  officer  to  per- 
form labor  on  an  hourly  basis. 

It  was  noted  upon  examination  of  park  vouchers  that  several 
bills  did  not  show  sufficient  detail  to  warrant  payment  and  it  is 
recommended  that  no  bills  be  approved  for  payment  unless  they 
contain  full  information  to  substantiate  the  charges. 

It  was  also  found  that  liabilities  incurred  by  the  school  de- 
partment in  1945  were  paid  out  of  the  1946  appropriation.  At- 
tention is  called  to  Section  31,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  which 
prohibits  the  incurrence  of  liabilities  in  excess  of  appropriations, 
and  to  Section  62,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  which  provides  a 
penalty  for  violation  of  the  above-mentioned  section.  Attention 
is  also  called  to  Section  64,  Chapter  44,  General  Laws,  which 
provides  the  manner  in  which  towns  may  appropriate  for  unpaid 
bills  of  previous  years. 

In  addition  to  the  balance  sheet,  there  are  appended  to  this 
report  tables  showing  a  reconciliation  of  the  treasurer's  cash, 
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summaries  of  the  tax  and  departmental  accounts,  as  well  as 
tables  showing  the  transactions  and  condition  of  the  trust  and 
investment  funds. 

While  engaged  in  making  the  audit,  cooperation  was  received 
from  all  officials  of  the  town,  for  which,  on  behalf  of  my  assistants 
and  for  myself,  I  wish  to  express  appreciation.

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Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Committee  and  Citizens  of  the  Town  of  Rowe: 

My  first  annual  report  is  submitted  for  your  consideration. 

While  I  have  been  associated  with  your  schools  only  since 
last  July  we  have  faced  two  real  school  problems  and  will  have  to 
reach  some  solution  in  the  months  ahead.  These  problems  are, 
namely,  an  adequate  salary  for  our  teacher  and  major  improve- 
ments in  our  school  building.  My  report  will  concern  itself  with 
these  two  problems  and  suggest  some  possible  solutions. 

Our  estimate  for  expense  next  year  is  based  upon  a  new  sal- 
ary schedule  which  considers  both  training  and  experience.  This 
is  a  so-called  Single  Salary  Schedule  and  is  similar  to  the  new 
schedules  being  adopted  in  most  of  our  neighboring  towns.  In 
order  that  we  may  retain  our  teacher  we  must  pay  a  salary  that 
will  compare  with  other  towns.  You  may  be  interested  to  see 
how  the  school  dollar  is  spent  in  Rowe  as  compared  with  17  other 
Franklin  County  towns.

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A  comparison  such  as  this  is  sometimes  valuable  for  one's 
own  satisfaction.  This  distribution  will  be  changed  for  1947 
and  will  probably  be  in  the  other  towns  also.  Salary  changes  will 
make  for  this  difference  in  most  cases. 

In  addition  to  the  problem  of  salary  and  the  suggested  new 
schedule  mentioned  above,  we  have  a  building  problem  that  is 
much  more  complex.  We  were  confronted  with  the  regulations 
of  the  Department  of  Public  Safety  this  fall  and  instructed  to 
prepare  to  improve  our  school.  It  would  be  well  to  outline 
briefly  the  picture  as  it  deals  with  school  buildings. 

1.  A  Certificate  is  required  to  be  posted  in  all  school  build- 
ings (over  ten  pupils)  showing  that  the  building  has  been  inspect- 
ed, with  the  inspection  date.  In  case  a  Certificate  cannot  be  is- 
sued, then  a  90-day  Acknowledgment  is  granted.  These  per- 
mits may  be  continued  only  as  long  as  the  building  inspector 
considers  reasonable  to  bring  the  building  up  to  Certificate  grade. 

2.  Why  our  building  does  not  measure  up  to  Certificate 
grade. 

a.  Sanitation — Modern  toilets  and  drinking  water  are 
absolutely  necessary. 

b.  Fire  safety — Proper  types  of  heating  apparatus  with 
compliance  to  safety  regulations. 

c.  Proper  ventilation — The  size  of  the  classroom  is  de- 
pendent upon  proper  size  for  number  of  pupils  and  the  ex- 
change of  fresh  and  foul  air.  The  type  of  school  furniture 
is  involved  as  to  the  number  of  pupils  housed. 

3.  How  we  could  bring  our  building  up  to  Certificate  grade. 

a.  Modern  plumbing  would  require  a  well  or  spring, 
adequate  space  and  sewage  disposal.  Heat  would  be 
necessary  to  keep  the  system  from  freezing. 

b.  Modern  heating  and  ventilation  would  require  a  new 
system  and  would  need  to  be  automatic,  more  or  less. 

c.  Door  locks,  seating,  aisle  space,  room  size,  etc., 
would  all  have  to  meet  fire  standards. 

d.  Proper  maintenance  would  be  required  after  secur- 
ing the  new  equipment. 

If  we  will  consider  these  requirements  with  respect  to  im- 
proving the  existing  school  the  cost  may  be  staggering.    It  even 
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suggests  that  perhaps  another  solution  would  be  in  order.  It 
would  seem  that  possibly  a  committee  should  be  appointed  at 
the  Annual  Town  Meeting  to  assist  the  School  Committee  in 
getting  all  of  the  facts  and  figures  for  the  future  building  program. 
A  comparison  of  needs  and  costs  could  be  outlined  for  another 
Town  Meeting  at  a  later  date.  This  is  not  an  attempt  to  solve 
this  problem  but  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction  I  feel. 

The  school  year  has  been  very  satisfactory  so  far  and  is  due 
to  the  fine  support  of  the  School  Committee,  teacher,  music 
supervisor  and  friends  of  the  Department.  I  sincerely  hope  that 
my  work  in  the  future  will  merit  the  continued  loyalty  of  these 
people  and  the  support  of  all  interested  townspeople.

School  Committee 
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Report  of  the  School  and  Public  Health 

Nurse 


To  Superintendent  Chester  Ray: 

In  the  spring  Dr.  George  Gould,  assisted  by  the  nurse,  con- 
ducted a  diphtheria  toxoid  clinic  at  the  Rowe  school.  Since 
this  clinic  the  state  department  of  public  health  issued  a  warning 
stating  that  diphtheria  is  increasing  in  the  state  and  urging  that 
all  children  be  immunized.  The  health  department  advises  that 
a  booster  dose  be  given  now  if  a  child  was  immunized  more  than 
three  years  ago.  Only  three  children  from  the  Rowe  school  took 
advantage  of  this  opportunity. 

In  July,  pre-school  children  from  Rowe  attended  the  Well- 
Child  conference  at  Charlemont.  Dr.  Alexander  Nadas  was  the 
examining  physician.  Mrs.  Gerda  Horst  of  the  state  depart- 
ment of  public  health  was  the  nutritionist.  The  plan  of  these 
conferences  is  not  to  treat  sick  children,  but  to  try  to  have  every 
pre-school  child  seen  at  least  once  a  year  by  a  physician  to  be 
sure  that  each  child  has  no  remediable  defects,  to  be  sure  that 
each  child  is  receiving  the  right  food,  to  advise  mothers  whose 
children  may  have  habit  training  problems,  and  to  urge  immuni- 
zation of  children  against  diphtheria,  whcoping  cough,  smallpox 
and  tetanus. 

Hearing  testing  has  been  done  using  the  audiometer  loaned 
by  the  state  department  of  public  health.  One  child  was  found 
to  have  a  hearing  loss  and  was  taken  to  the  Clark  school  for  the 
deaf  in  Northampton  for  final  testing.  The  Clark  school  recom- 
mended that  she  be  given  private  lip  reading  instruction. 

Dr.  Glade  Hall  assisted  by  the  nurse,  conducted  a  dental 
clinic  in  the  school.  This  was  made  possible  through  the  cooper- 
ation of  the  American  Red  Cross  and  the  Charlemont  board  of 
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health.  Dr.  Hall  first  examined  the  children's  teeth,  then  no- 
tices were  sent  home  telling  the  amount  and  cost  of  work  needed. 
If  parents  wished  the  work  done,  they  signed  and  returned  the 
notice  to  school.  Otherwise  they  were  urged  to  take  their  child- 
ren to  their  family  dentist. 

Vision  testing  has  been  completed  using  the  Massachusetts 
Vision  Test  loaned  to  us  by  the  state  department  of  health.  The 
new  equipment  is  a  great  improvement  over  the  former  Snellen 
chart  method. 

A  considerable  number  of  home  visits  have  been  made  in 
follow-up  of  annual  physical  examinations,  vision  and  hearing 

tests. 

Health  letters  have  been  sent  home  to  parents,  discussing 
the  relationship  of  good  health  to  good  scholastic  work,  asking 
that  full  cooperation  be  given  to  any  notices  which  they  may  re- 
ceive regarding  the  health  of  their  children,  and  urging  thai  they 
make  sure  that  their  children  have  been  immunized  against 
diphtheria  and  smallpox. 

Periodic  health  inspections  have  been  made  and  children 
sent  home  with  minor  conditions. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  the  spirit 
of  cooperation  as  shown  by  town  officials,  interested  citizens, 
parents  and  teachers.
